OLDEST JUDGE 


Appointed by Lincoln After He Made 


Speech Against Secession in 


Washington. 


Washington, Dec. 31.—Senator Elk- 


ns of AVest A'irginia, presented to the 
president, John J. Jackson, the oldest 
udge in the federal judiciary. Judge 
Jackson presides over the 
United 


States district court, for the northern 
district of AVest Alrginia. 
He is 80 


years old and was appointed district 
judge by President Lincoln 44 years 
ago. 
He was a member of the old 


Virginia legislature in war times and 
delivered a notable speech in opposi- 
tion to secession.

Every lew years will appear 
in tha papers that moth eaten conun- 
drum, Why is the lawyer like a rest 
less sleeper? with the mirth provoking 
answer, Because he lies on one side 
and then turns over and lies on the 
other. That joke is 250 years old. 
Then again every little while appears 
that superannuated picture ot the puz- 
zled Irishman standing before the 
tombstone inscribed: "Here LIES a 
lawyer and an honest man," and won 
dering why they buried two fellows i^ 
one grave. This joke is 375 years old, 
and is immortal, for it has lived, died, 
been buried and been resurrected hun- 
dreds of times. These slurs are a libel 
on an honorable profession, and shoula 
be repressed by an enlightened press 
It all shows that a lying joke outlives 
the truth sometimes.

where they belong. It might be well to 
state just how the scoring is done in 
order that your readers may know how 
we conduct these shows. Of course, it 
is an old thing to chicken cracks ,but 
possibly some of your readers may not 
be familiar with the proceedings. In 
the first place we have the standard of 
perfection as it is called arranged by 
the American Poultry Association, flx- 
ng the ideal fowl in each class, that 
hey shall weigh just so maaiy pounds, 
be so high and calling for combs, vith 


ombs of a given number of aerations, 


of given color, fixing suiface and under 
:olor .of- certain colors in all parts of 
the body, in fact all the requirements 
necessary to-the make-up of the ideal. 
Then the judge takes each specimen. 
:xaraines it minutely in all sections, 
:alling as he does sc the 'outs' or 
cuts'—that is the points off from the 
deal specimen. For instance the judge 
calls when examining the wing, 'color 
one-half shape 1.' That translated into 


English means the specimen in ques- 


tion is not up to the standard by one- 
lalf point in color, possibly a couple of 
feathers are not of the reuuired color 
and in shape lacks one point—may be 
carried too high or something of that 
-cincl. These outs are recorded by the 
ilerk and subtracted from 100, giving 
the score of that specimen. Back speci- 
men carries a band on. its leg to identi- 
"y its particular card, which becomes 
the property of the 
exhibitor. 
The 


scores seldom approach the ideal near- 
er than four or five points; in fact a 
specimen 
scoring 
96 points is very 


righly prized. 
The 
highest scoring 


specimen is awarded first prize. Then 
again we have disqualifications, feath- 
ers on legs of certain varieties, such 
as the American 
class, Plymouth 


Rocks, YCyandotten, etc., and lack of 
"eathers on legs of other vaiieties. 
Black feathers in white birds, crooked 
combs, etc. These specimens are dis- 
carded by the judge and not allowed to 
compete for prizes. These conditions 
call for careful grooming on the part 
of the exhibitor, and it is sometimes 
charged that exhibitors plrck feathers 
but it goes without saying the Newark 
boys do not do anything of that kind.

We have had de- 
tectives on the case and we will make 
a statement and disclose all the facts 
to the public. 
V\'e know this agent 


has done his best to break the power 
of the presentment and the repudia- 
tions are the result. Even if the Hunt- 
ingdon signers do insist upon repudi- 
ating the presentment, it will not in- 
validate the instrument which even 
then would have more signers than 
are necessary." 


Those in conference with Mr. No- 


ble were J. Frederick Jenkinson, and 
Agnew McBride. two of the Philadel- 
phia signers of the presentment, and 
the Rev. W. B. Bodine, who is chair- 
man of the board of inquiry that will 
hear the case at Reading, Pa., next 
month. W. A. Wilson, another Phila- 
delphia signer, confirmed the state- 
ment made by Huntingdon signers 
that they signed a blank sheet of pa- 
per, but added that all the presenters 
attached their names to the original 
paper. The signers to the blank pa- 
per, he said, -was for the purpose of 
making another copy of the present- 
ment if one was found necessary. 


Bishop Talbot held a conference at 


Sunbury. Pa., with Colonel C. M. Clem- 
ent, who is an attorney and who has 
been close to the bishop all through 
the trouble he has had with Dr. Irvine. 
Colonel Clement was secretary of the 
Central Pennsylvania diocese until it 
was recently divided. 


Signers Talk. 


Huntington, Pa., Dec. 31.—James 


Denithorne declared that Mr. Miller 
had received a telegram from Dr. 
Irvine in which the unfrocked priest 
asks Mr. Miller not to say anything, 
and that he had written each of the 
presenters a long letter explaining the 
alleged misrepresentation. 
In reiter- 


ating this statement that he did not 
knowingly sign the presentment. John 
Langdon, the coal operator, said: "I 
am fully convinced that a plot was 
formed to get Denithorne and me into 
this controversy. 
Dr. Irvine hoped 


that our influence would lend weight 
to his case against Bishop Talbot. 
We will get after both Irvine and this 
man Miller, and the whole truth will 
come out. No man can drag me into 
such a case knowingly, and those who 
have sought to do so by trickery will 
feel the full penalty of the law."

Mr: Mayloae, who is aiding in the or-

>ank, formerly was cashier of the Peo- 
ile's National bank,, of Newark, Ohio. 
While he occupied that position Mrs. 
Chartwick called upon him and endeav- 
ored to negotiate a loan of $50,000. 


Mr. -Maylone, when seen, at his home, 
38. North Eighteenth street, said of 


Mrs. Chadwick's failure.
